Nation appeared in the principal role of a 
sensational scene at the White House to- 
day. Her request to see the President be- 
ing refused, she became violent and had to 
be taken from the executive offices by two 
police officers. As she was being escorted 
from the bui.iding she shouted at the top 
of her voice, gesticulating vio.ently: 

Jam going to pray for a prohibition 
President, and we will have one—one who 
will represent the people and not the dis- 
tillers and brewers. You may put me out 
of the building, but if a brewer or liquor 
dealer were here, he would have been ad- 
mitted at once.” 

Accompanied by a young newspaper man, 
Mrs. Nation called at the executive offices 
and asked to see President Roosevelt. She 
was attired in a worn, black dress and 
wore a closely fitting black velvet bonnet. 
She gave her curd to the venerable door- 
keeper, Arthur Simmons, who, recognizing 
the name, immediately proffered her an 
autograph album in which she inscribed 
the following: 

“Carrie A. Nation. 

‘Your loving home defender: 

Vote for the temperance cause. 

While awaiting an answer to her request 
Mrs. Nation said she wanted to see the 
President about several matters. I under- 


stand he carried a dive full of liquors on 
his western trip; that he smoked cigarettes 
on the steps of the capitol at Topeka; that 
his flag has on it a coat-of-arms.

The Chicago Union Orders All Mem- 

bers to Refuse to Haul Supplies to 
the Street Railway Company That 
Is Engaged in a Conflict With Its 
Former Employes 


THE COMPANY’S TEAMSTERS 
HAVE ALL QUIT WORK 


Failure to Settle the Trouble by Ar- 
bitration Seems Likely to Result 
in the Most Serious Labor Disturb- 
ance That the City Has Suffered 


CHICAGO, Nov, 19.—The teamsiers’ union 
has taken action that may resuit in one of 
the most serious labor situations ever seen 
in this city. 

At a general meeting of the organization 
it was decided to order all members of the 
teamsters’ union to refuse to deliver any 


‘articles to the Chicago City Railway Co. 


during the existence of the strike. 

It was also decided that if any of the 
teamsters were discharged by the employ- 
ers for refusing to deliver goods to the 
railway company a general strike would 
at once be ordered against the Chicago em- 
ployers association, 

A few days since Secretary Job of the 
employers’ association announced that any 
teamster convicted of blockading the lines 
of the. street car company during the pres- 
ent troubles would lose his position. 

The teamsters’ union, which is the 
strongest labor organization in the city, 
has about 4000 members and has contracts 
with practically every establishment of 
prominence in the city that has teams of 
its own. 

Last spring the union signed contracts 
with the members of the employers’ as- 
sociation by which the sympathetic strike 
was ruled out of existence as far as the 
teamsters are concerned. The sympa- 
thetic strike is also against the constitution 
of the national organization. 

The first development in the warfare 
this morning was a strike of all the team- 
sters in the employ of the City Railway 
Co. In all @ drivers quit work. 

The strike of the teamsters was in ovedi- 
ence to the command of the teamsters 
joint council. It is the intention of the 
teamsters’ union, if possible, to prevent the 


delivery of: coal and supplies to the rang 
companies and the 1 oe of ite repai: 
Wagons. Thus far the company has been 
able to keep three days’ supply of coal in 
its bins and no fear is admitted by the 


officials that there is danger of the power 


houses having to be shut down from lack 
of fuel. 

The action of the teamsters’ union was 
taken, according to the official records, 
because Edward Dwyer, a member of the 
teamsters’ union, refused to haul non- 
union electric workers in his w n 
was thereupon discharged. Dwyer is secre- 
tary for the street car teamstere’ union. 

This is said to mean that the compan) 
cannot get a pound of coal or supplies of 
any kind without employing non-union 
drivers. ' 

The company, anticipating the refusa] of 
teamsters to haul supplies, is said to be 
planning to obtain fovdstuffs by means of 
the steam railroad. A shop at Thirty-ninth 
street and Emerald avenue is connected 
with the Chicago & Eastern lilinois Rall 
road tracks and with the street railwa 
company’s barns by means of swite 
tracks, and will be used, it is said, as a 
base of supplies. 

The stand taken by the street railway 
officials upon the ol shop“ contention 
of the strikers. which contention was sald 
to have been abandoned by the men, was 
made clearer today when the substance of 
the letter sent by the direotors to Mayor 
Harrison and the aldermanic mediation 
committee last night was learned. The di- 
rectors said in effect that Attorney Darrow, 
counsel for the strikers, in drawing up the 
c'osed shop proposition modification had 
only changed the wording and that what 
was embraced in the clause meant the same 
as a closed shop. The directors. it was 
said, would agree to nothing except an ab- 
solute waiver of that opposition. They 
would not, they said, allow the union to 
control the road

cided that the Panama canal treaty shall 
be ratified at Panama. The commission 
which arrived here last night will Sl 
Dec. 1 for that state, arriving there on the 
7th. It is expected that between that date 
and Dec. 10 the treaty will be ratified. 


| WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The treaty be- 
tween the United States and the new re- 
pubhe of Panama, providing for the bulld- 
ing of the ship canal, has been signed by 
Secretary of State Hay and Philippe Bu- 
nau-Varilla, the Panama special envoy. 

Following are the essentials of the agree- 
ment: 

The keynote of the treaty ie the provision 
im one of the very first articles, by which 
Panama cedes to the United States what- 
ever land or lands throughout the republic 
of Faname this government shall find de- 
‘sirable in conection with the bullding or 
the operation and maintenance of the canal. 
In addition the treaty gives to the United 
States absolute sovereignty over the canal 
strip. which ft Is understood comprises de- 
1 
of the canal. 


Within this zone the power of ‘the United 


States is as absolute as if the zone were 
part and parcel of this country, In general 
it may be said that while the new treaty 
continues many of the provisions of the 
failed Hay-Herran treaty, it is not based 
on that convention, but follows not only 
the spirit, but the letter of the Spooner act. 

Thus, instead of the lease for a fixed 
period of the cana! strip this new treaty 
provides for a perpetual grant of the right 
of way to the United States and fMmstéad of 
a complicated provision for courts orf fixed 
composition—half American and half Co- 
lombian—to administer justice over the ca- 
nal strip, the new treaty permits this gov- 
ernment to é¢kercise the most complete 
jurisdiction thereupon. 

Permission also is given the United

That on of the treaty dealing with the 
fortification of the terminals is rather gen- 
eral, but sufficiently explicit not to be mis- 
understood. 

The cities of Panama and Colon retain 
their municipal autonomy under the re- 
public of Panuma so long as they main- 
tain public order and sanitary conditions 
to the satisfaction of the United States. 
Failure to do this gives the United States, 
according to the\treaty, the right to force 
strict compliance with the wishes of this 
government in this direction and the Unit- 
ed es can even use force to compel 
Obedience to its rules as to public order 
and public health in these cities. 

The money consideration is the same in 
the new treaty as in the Hay-Herran con- 
vention with the exception that the $10,000,- 
000 go to Panama instead of to Colompta. 
Tus treaty further provides that the canal 
to be neutral and open to all nations 
on even terms.

Hospital, formerly holding the same posi- 
tion at the City Hospital, is expected to 
cause the summoning of George Milford,

in the. story of graft at the hoes 
pital, resulting in the serving of unfit food 
to the sick and in loss to the city, when 
he goes before the grandjury Thursday. 

In telling the story, Piltz does not deny 
his own part in the transaction. He ac- 
knowledges that he profited by the short 
weight and low standard meat that he al- 
lowed to pass his inspection, consenting to 
take part of the profits only after a fight 
of a year had failed to stop the graft. 

Piltz’s story was made public after it 
bad been told to Special Police Officer 
James Durney, who has been working on 
the stories of the graft. 

Piltz says that after his appointment as 
chief cook of the hospital in June, 1899, 
he immediately objected to the amount 
of the meat bills and the quality of meat 
furnished.

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‘MOTHER AND CHILD, WHOM SHE HOLDS,

Veteran Carrier of the Post-Dispatch 
Is Struck by Car, but Escapes 
With Slight Injuries 


Tim Murray, a newspaper carrier living 
at 12% North Fifteenth street, who owes

NATURALIZATION 
BLANKS IN DES 


City Register FitzGibbon Reports 
Discovery to Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney 


It became known about the City Hall 
today that City Registrar P. R. Fitzgibbon 
has in his possession four blank naturali- 
zation certificates. 

Each of these certificates bears what 
purports to be the signature of Archibald 
Carr and is stamped with the seal of the 
criminal court. The date—‘‘October, 1898 
—is on each of them, evidently made with 
a rubber stamp. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon says he found these and 
a number of similar papers in a desk in 
the city register’s office when he took 
charge more than two years ago. 

Henry Besch, a prominent Republican 
politician, was Mr. FitzGibbon’s predeces- 


sor in office. 

How the naturalization blanks happened 
to be left in the office when Mr. Besch and 
hie subordinates were succeeded by Demo- 
crate, Mr. FitzGibbon does not know. 

After finding the blanks Mr. FitzGibbon 
sHowed them to several officials, including. 
he says. Assistant Circuit Attorney Scott 
Hancock. 

Receiving no directions as to what dis- 
position to make of the papers, Mr. F'i:z- 
gibbon says he tore up a number of them 
to get them out of the way. a visitor be- 
ing present when he tore them up. The re- 
maining four he kept. 

Mr. Carr, who is a Republican, was clerk 
of the Criminal Court for several years 
and later clerk of the Circuit Court for 
criminal causes when the title of the of- 
fice was changed. He was succeeded a 
few years ago by Casper J. Wolff, a 
Democrat.
